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APICOECTOMY 
for the 


General Practitioner 


A paper in which Nathaniel M. Simon, D.D.S., Ph.G., a former practicising 
dentist now in the U. S. Navy Dental Corps, presents a simplified technic. 


THE following article is written in order 
to present to the general practitioner of 
dentistry a simplified technique that will 
be successful both for the patient and the 
operator, The prime aim in writing this 
article is to remove the mistaken idea that 
apicoectomy is not in the realm of gen- 
eral practice but should be in the hands 
of the Endodontist or the Oral Surgeon. 
There is no mystery about it nor is there 
any guesswork. With reasonable good 
judgment in diagnosis and surgical tech- 
nique, success will be obtained almost 
without exception. More important than 
technique is the general practitioner's own 
self-confidence and proper patient educa- 
tion to the value of the service being ren- 
dered. This, once accomplished, will re- 
flect in one’s practice the fact that he is 
attempting to be a “dental physician,” to 
prevent and preserve rather than repair. 
In general, good judgment requires 
one to be conservative and practical in 
selection of cases. Therefore, the set rule 
should be to consider as operable single 
rooted teeth in general and specifically 
considering the following factors: 


Indications for Apicoectomy 
1. Chronic abscess, granuloma or cyst in- 


volving not more than Y of the root 


apex. 


. Where a negative culture cannot be 
obtained in conservative Root Canal 
Therapy. 

. Previous unsuccessful Root Canal 
Therapy resulting in area of rarefac- 
tion. 

. Fracture of the root apex with death 
of the pulp. 

. Broken instrument in apical Y; of the 
canal. 

. Excessive Root Canal filling acting as 
irritant. 

. Perforation of the root in apical Y. 


There are, of course, instances where 
upper premolars are operable but in gen- 
eral these guides to proper diagnosis 
should be the rule with little exception. 
Initially, of course, the greatest indica- 
tion is the mental attitude of the patient 
and his ability to be educated to the value 
of the service rendered. 


Contraindications for Apicoectomy 
. Greater than 1/, of the root end in- 
volved. 

2. Excessive periodontal resorption. 

3. Molar Teeth—uppers too near antrum 
and lowers too near the mandibular 
canal. 

. Crown portion of the tooth too broken 
down. 








5. Where a removable prosthesis is indi- 
cated elsewhere in the same arch. 
6. Systemic disease present. 


ream canals to the apical Y3, also 
reduce the tooth out of occlusion. 

3. Make fairly large semilunar incision 
whether a single or double apico- 
ectomy is being performed. 

Caution: Never incise the frenum, 
i.e., if a double apicoectomy is be- 
ing performed involving the cen- 
trals, make a separate semilunar in- 
cision on each side of the frenum. 

4. Peel back the periosteum completely 
exposing the bone and insert the 
flap retractor, leaving a clear field 
in which to work. 

5. Attempt to open the window in the 
bone at the proper location by 
using a sharp small curette. (If a 
large area is involved the necrotic

Procedure Summary 


1. Xylocaine. 


Infraorbital, if acute. 

Infiltration, if not acute, including 
well to the mesial and distal of 
the area involved. 


2. While waiting for the anesthesia, 


open up the lingual of tooth and 


granulomatous tissue on its palatial 
surface, then with one blow, with 
the assistant supporting the crown 
of the tooth with his fingers, re- 
move the root end, using a mallet 
and chisel to the level of the bone 
forming the involved area. 


7. Flush the bone cavity with novocaine 


in order to cleanse it and control 
capillary bleeding. Complete the 
curettage and flush once again. 


8. Pack the bone cavity with sterile 


gauze or cotton pellets to prevent 
bleeding into the root canal and 
proceed with the canal filling. 


9. Root Filling Procedure. 


a. Ream canal thoroughly enlarg- 
ing to convenient size of 4 
gutta percha point. 
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b. Flush canal with chlorinated 
soda, followed by hydrogen 
peroxide. 

c. Sterilize the canal with a phenol 
point, then dry with a sterile 
absorbent point. 

d. Fill the canal, using a silver ce- 
ment sealer, a gutta percha 
primary point and accessory 
points following lateral com- 
pression with the root plug- 
gers. 

Caution: Use care to prevent any 
bleeding into the apical por- 
tion. 

e. Seal the outer opening approxi- 
mately 3 to 5 millimeters 


from the lingual surface 
using a plastic instrument 
and heat. 


f. Seal the root apex using a right 
angle plastic instrument and 
heat, using care to remove all 
excess gutta percha material. 

g. Using a mounted stone, smooth 
off the root end eliminating 
jagged edges. 

10. Flush the bony socket using a novo- 
caine solution. 

11. Using a large ball burnisher and heat, 
once again seal the root end and 
at the same time sear the walls of 
curetted bony cavity. Flush with 


novocaine solution once again. 

12. Cover the wall of the bony socket 
with a thin layer of sulfadiazine 
spray. 

13. Place a piece of gelfoam into the 
bony socket to fill the space but 
without pressure. 

14. Repeat use of sulfadiazine spray. 

15. Sature flap into place, placing 2 to 5 
sutures as needed, with the first 
suture at the mesial, nearest the 
frenum. 

16. Place gauze pad under lip and give 
postoperative instructions. Ice 
should be used in the usual pre- 
scribed manner and the patient 
should be forewarned to expect 
much swelling and some pain. 
The patient should be cautioned 
also not to pull or raise the lip and 
to use a toothbrush carefully for 
the first two days, if at all. A 
liquid or semisolid diet should be 
used the first day. Sutures should 
be routinely removed in 4 or 5 
days, and postoperative radiographs 
made for periodic x-ray checks on 
the reparative process. 


The above technique is offered with 
the opinion that it is successful, not just 
‘in my hands,” but instead is time-saving, 
cleancut and practical as a method of pre- 
serving nature’s original intention.

A radio talk 


Mouth Health

Nutrition

A radio talk presented for the Chester-Delaware 
County Dental Society in its program of caries 
prevention. 


AM certain you've all heard the old 

proverb: “A sound mind in a sound 
body”; the implication here is that you 
can’t have one without the other; that 
all parts of the body receive the same 
blood, the same nourishment, and have 
the same degree of health. Let me para- 
phrase this proverb to read, “A sound 
mouth in a sound body.” 

Just as dentistry is really a specialty of 
medicine, so dentistry is also divided into 
specialties, ome of these being dental 
medicine. Now dental medicine views 
the mouth as a part of the body, con- 
nected with it and subject to the same ills, 
and affected by the blood in the same 
manner as similar tissues elsewhere in the 
body. A blood vessel in the mouth re- 
acts in the same manner as a blood vessel 
anywhere else in the body. The mem- 
brane lining of the mouth behaves as 
does similar tissue elsewhere in the body. 
It should be clear therefore, that we can 
get a very good idea of what similar tis- 
sues in other parts of the body are doing 
from what we see in the mouth. This 





also allows us to confirm what is happen- 
ing in the mouth by noting symptoms in 
other parts of the body. Similar proce- 
dures are often done with the eye. 

The dentist practicing dental medicine 
may note tartar upon the teeth. This ac- 
cumulation is not normal, although quite 
prevalent. It indicates that the calcium, 
instead of being in solution in the saliva 
is combined with the phosphorous in a 
definite ratio, has settled out of the solu- 
tion and has been deposited upon the 
teeth. If this occurs in the mouth, you 
can be certain that it is happening in 
other parts of the body to some degree, 
This may be found in the gall bladder, 
kidney, in the joints as happens in arth- 
ritis, in the prostate gland, in the blood 
vessels, in the eye, and in extreme form 
in multiple sclerosis where the muscles 
are stiff with calcium. 

I've mentioned arthritis; pyorrhea is 
arthritis. Every tooth in its socket is a 
joint and arthritis is inflammation of a 
joint. In a patient with colitis, we find 
the gum tissues of the mouth just as sore 
and engorged with blood, and swollen as 
the same tissue in the colon. You can 
realize how useless it would be to treat 
the gums as a local disorder without do- 
ing something about the cause of the co- 
litis. 

The gums may have a similar appear- 
ance in one of the blood diseases or dia- 
betes. There may be a systemic cause 
for pale gums or a coated, or glossy 
tongue. There may be a systemic cause 
for ulcers in the mouth. The occurrence 
of tooth decay upon certain areas of the 
teeth may be suggestive of peptic or du- 
odenal ulcers. It is apparent therefore, 
that the dentist must be quite familiat 
with the symptoms of systemic disease. 
So it is, that if we find decayed teeth, we 
will find bodily decay, or degeneration, 
going on elsewhere in the body. For it 
is the same blood that has just left the 
mouth that will in a moment be at the 
big toe. A sample of blood can there- 
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fore tell us what that conveyor belt is 
carrying. This we often do, to gauge 
body function. 

The diseased conditions I have just 
mentioned are evidence that the body is 
not operating properly. We say that the 
body chemistry is not normal when its 
function is not normal. That is the time 
when disease is present. Body function 
is controlled by the endocrine glands, 
sometimes called the ductless glands. 
Some of these are the thyroid pituitary, 
pancreas and adrenals. You may eat the 
best food, the proper food, and lots of 
it but the endocrine glands govern what 
your body does with it. This is what we 
call the assimilation. What good you 
may receive from food therefore, depends 
upon both intake and assimilation. 

You may have heard of people on a 
low calorie diet. This may be an in- 
sufficient intake. We say that a diet of 
less than 2000 calories is a starvation diet. 
Actually, calories are only a measure of 
heat production, not of energy or quality, 
or any of the other elements for proper 
nutrition. We should say, a balanced 
diet of 2000 calories. You may have a 
2000 calorie diet of carbohydrates alone 
that will produce malnutrition and a vari- 
ety of deficiency diseases with mouth 
symptoms, and disastrous effects upon the 
endocrine glands. This should serve to 
illustrate that any substance taken into 
the body affects every cell of the body. 
This is not far fetched. Dr. Quigley, an 
eminent surgeon of Omaha, Nebraska, 
states in his book, ‘““The National Malnu- 
trition,” that 999 of every thousand peo- 
ple in this country are suffering from 
malnutrition and don’t know it. Per- 
haps you, my listeners, are always tired, 
lacking in pep, suffer from insomnia, 
heartburn, you are nervous, jittery, you 
are a chain smoker and always need some- 
thing for a lift. Is this normal? All of 
this can result from a lopsided diet that 
is excessive in refined carbohydrates. 
What else do we see? A saliva that is 


like glue, extensive tooth decay, a face 
full of pimples, acne, a dry skin, luster- 
less hair that is dry and a bane to the 
hairdresser. If your dog’s coat takes on 
this appearance you recognize that he's 
sick and do something about it. Can you 
see why just filling teeth here is just 
plugging the holes in the dike but doing 
nothing to prevent the sick body from 
getting that way? 

I have stated that malnutrition can 
come from eating refined carbohydrates. 
One of these is sugar. Let me tell you 
what happens all over your body when 
you take some sugar, or starches, which 
are turned into sugar in the body. The 
starches I refer to are the refined white 
flour products. When you take sugar in- 
to the mouth, things begin to happen 
there first. Tooth decay, gluey saliva, 
sensitive teeth and soft tissue irritation, 
occur locally. When sugar gets to the 
stomach, and intestine, no digestion of it 
is necessary; it is absorbed directly into 
the blood stream. It calls upon the pan- 
creas to shoot out the insulin to keep the 
blood sugar within normal limits con- 
stantly. If this goes on all day, you can 
understand how tired that gland must get, 
being called upon, I should say whipped 
and overstimulated, to take care of the 
overflow of sugar. But this is not all. 
Sugar raises the blood calcium level, 
drops the phosphorous level and raises 
the blood sugar level. The effect of a 
small amount of sugar continues for 32 
hours, but toward the end. of that time 
the effect is reversed by dropping the 
calcium, the phosphorous goes up and the 
blood sugar level drops to a dangerously 
low level. When this happens, your 
body resistance goes down and you are 
ripe for disease. Imagine this going on 
all day, every day for years, until the in- 
evitable breakdown of the body occurs. 
Thousands of blood tests have told us 
these things. The blood carries the nour- 
ishment to all parts of the body and the 
changed glandular secretions with it. Can 


you see why the saliva becomes gluey, and 
why there may be halitosis associated with 
changed mouth secretions, the lack of 
protection of the teeth by the saliva that 
results, as well as all the other body de- 
generation. No one part of the body 
goes bad alone. 

That refined carbohydrates cause tooth 
decay, has been known for over 60 years. 
We see it in our offices every day. In 
the rare cases where there is no tooth de- 
cay, no bodily ills, the body chemistry is 
perfect. It has been estimated that if the 
body chemistry, that is body function, is 
only 75% efficient, there will be no tooth 
decay, no body disease. 

Probably our children are the greatest 
offenders in the misuse of food in the 
schools. It is well to mention therefore, 


that the American Congress of Parent 
Teachers’ Associations has gone on record 
as opposing the selling of sweets and soft 
drinks in the schools. The Council on 
Dental Health of the American Dental 
Association, in the fall of 1951, officially 
frowned upon such sales and urged that 


the practice be discouraged as did The 
Dental Society of the state of New York 
and our own Pennsylvania State Dental 


Society. I have quoted these statements 
from the Journal of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society. The Dental Society 
of South California wages a militant 
campaign in the newspapers, radio, 
schools and other media to inform the 
public of these facts. 

Remember then, it is not enough to 
just eat the right foods; do not eat the 
harmful foods. There is no quicker way 
to destroy body health than by eating re 
fined wheat flour products, sugar, or sugar 
containing foods. This you can deter 
mine by reading the labels on the foods 
you buy. The more food is worked upon, 
altered, processed, the more it is abused, 
the more lacking in nutrition it will be. 
Eat foods in as natural a state as possible, 
Remember also, that any substance taken 
into the body affects every part of the 
body even if not immediately noticeable. 
The effects of many common substances 
which we take into our bodies have never 
been determined. It is well then, to stick 
to what we know is good. You can stay 
quite healthy and get a new zest for liv. 
ing by eating only meat, seafood, fowl, 
eggs, butter, cream, whole grains, fresh 
fruits, vegetables, and nuts.

As one reviews the history of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society one be-

Hygienists 


This article, The Dental Hygienist, is sub- 

mitted by the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Hygienists Association in lieu of the monthly 
news. It was written by Miss Jean Newlin of 
the School of Oral Hygiene, University of 
Pennsylvania. 


Do you know a girl who could become 
a good dental hygienist? Many requests 
for hygienists come from smaller com- 
munities all over the country as well as 
from cities. The members of our organ- 
ization are sincerely interested in finding 
individuals who will attend a recognized 
school of dental hygiene and return to 
their own communities to give service to 
the people of those communities through 
schools and other employment. These 
girls return to their communities with a 
specialized background in mouth health 
and skills in scaling and polishing of the 
teeth and in handling of dental materials 
for improving and maintaining the mouth 
health of individuals. They were designed 
to be and are auxiliaries to dentists. 

Who can succeed in dental hygiene? 
The first requirement for entrance is a 
college preparatory background in high 
school. Specific requirements vary some- 
what from state to state and institution to 
institution but only slightly. Usually 4 
years of English, 2 years of foreign lan- 
guage, two years of history (one U. S. 
history), 1 year of algebra, 1 year of 
plane geometry and science (preferably 
biology and chemistry). Selection of stu- 
dents is made with regard to the type of 
hygienist the girl will probably make. Ap- 
pearance, personality and personal habits 
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are all contributing factors in selection of 
students. Left handedness is a handicap 
which some left handed girls overcome 
more easily by using the right hand, than 
others. Since most dental equipment i 
right handed, it would be difficult fora 
left handed hygienst to find suitable 
equipment to use, therefore she is t 
quired to learn right handed. 

Some individuals develop manual 
skills more rapidly than others. Ind 
viduals who are poor in scaling of teeth 
in the beginning, seldom attain the pro 
ficiency of other students. Successful use 
of the hands in carving, needlework o 
some similar activity indicates the basic 
manual dexterity necessary for a good 
dental hygienist. 

All schools of dental hygiene now tt 
quire a minimum of 2 years for grade 
ation and have minimum requirements for 
subjects to be covered. Some of the sub 
jects are pure sciences and others are back- 
ground work for meeting patients. These 
subjects are: Bacteriology; Chemistry; 
Clinical Dental Hygiene; Dental Anat 
omy; Dental Health Education; English 
Composition; Ethics and Economic; 
First Aid; Fundamentals of Speech; Gem 
eral Anatomy and Physiology; Histology; 
Personal Hygiene; Nutrition; Pathology; 
Pharmacology; Psychology; Public 
Health and Sociology. 

It costs about $1500 each year to attend 
dental hygiene school but tuitions als 
vary and the exact amount will have © 
be learned from the school. In Pennsyt 





vania there are 2 dental hygiene schools, 
both in Philadelphia, Temple and the 
University of Pennsylvania. West Liberty 
State Teachers’ College outside Wheeling, 
West Virginia and the Eastman Dental 
Dispensary in Rochester, New York are 
the out of state schools which draw most 
Pennsylvania girls. 

Recently a number of states have li- 
censed dental hygienists and popularity 
is growing in other parts of the world, 
for example Canada, France, England and 
South America, therefore there are new 
demands in the field constantly. The na- 
ture of the work is such that few girls 
ever dislike the work and most of them 
are sincerely fond of it. Because of in- 
creased emphasis upon dental health 
through recent research and public aware- 
ness of dental health, the future will 
bring increased demand for the hygienists 
services. Professional opportunities are 
offered in: private dental offices; federal 


and state public health organizations ; hos- 
pitals and clinics; industry; veteran in- 
stallations; state institutions and as di- 
rectors and instructors in schools of den- 
tal hygiene. 

Each branch of the service has a differ- 
ent emphasis upon phases of educational 
or operative work bringing a variety of 
activities within the range of the dental 
hygienist. Salaries vary widely depend- 
ing upon location and individuals with 
a range of $2400-$5000 annually. 

College credit is allowed for the 2 year 
course in the Schools of education at 
Temple and U. of P. and the Pennsyl- 
vania State Teachers’ Colleges if any stu- 
dent wishes to continue to study. 

For the investment in education, the 
opportunities for practice and the satis- 
faction of the work, dental hygiene is a 
desirable career choice for any alert girl 
with personality and the academic back- 
ground. —JEAN NEWLIN.

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New Breap DeEvELOoPeD 


Dr. Fred D. Miller, dentist of 1808 Third Avenue, widely known for 
his articles on oral hygiene and a frequent speaker at conventions through- 
out the country, has authored a story in the November issue of Oral 
Hygiene published in Pittsburgh and circulated among 78,000 subscribers. 

The Altoonan wrote of the development of a new bread, one recom- 
mended by the dental profession. Excerpts from his article follow: 

“About three years ago the entire student body of Fairleigh Dickinson 
College, Rutherford, N. J., was started upon a nutritional program by 
the faculty of its school of dental hygiene. Dean of the school is Dr. Roy 
Dufford Ribble. 

“In 1950, as a member of the dental hygiene advisory board of the 
college, I was asked to give a lecture before the 1,000 students attending 
the school. 

“Shortly after my lecture, the college took steps to remedy dietary de- 
ficiencies on campus. As its first task, it set out to make up for the lack 
of whole-grain foods by developing a 100 per cent whole-wheat bread. 
The Fairleigh Dickinson College bread was the result of consultation 
with experts and experimentation with various ingredients and formulas. 
I had been interested for some time in work done by the Soil Association 
in England through a campaign for organic farming and whole-wheat 
bread. The recipe used for bread at the New Jersey college was developed 
with the help of Lady Balfour, head of the Soil Association, and the 
recipe of an Altoona, Pa., housewife who for 28 years had baked this 
whole-wheat for her family. 

“Wheat for the bread is grown by the organic farming method, and 
the grain relies upon natural organic matter rather than chemical ferti- 
lizers. Stone grinding is necessary because heat is not generated in the 
process, and heat can destroy essential nutrients in wheat. Freshly ground 
wheat is shipped weekly from Paul Keene’s Walnut Acres Farm in Penns 
Creek, Pa., where it is grown. Whole-wheat flour is perishable and should 
not be stored.

Erte Nears Goat 


Fluoridation of Erie’s water supply appears assured now that Mayor 
Thomas Flatley has had confirmation of a solution which The Erie Dis- 
patch suggested editorially last Sunday: That money for the capital im- 
provement aspect of the program might be available in bond issue money. 

The city’s legal and financial minds confirmed this, to the tune of 
$50,000. And the Mayor has agreed to recommend purchase of the equip- 
ment from the million-dollar water department improvement bond issue. 

All that now remains is the installation of the equipment and activation 
of the fluoridation process. The cost of the operation has been estimated 
by Water Bureau Head Jack Johnson at $30,000 for the year. 

However, it is obvious that it will be sometime, possibly six months, 
before installations can be completed. 

Therefore, the $30,000 figure could easily be chopped in half. If the 
actual fluoridation could not get underway until mid-year, $15,000 would 
cover the cost of operations for the last six months of the year. 

We would urge City Council NOT to arbitrarily rule out the possibility 
of starting fluoridation before next year. We rather would like to see 
Council aim for a mid-year starting date, and provide funds to carry out 
the program for the last half of the year. —Erie Dispatch.
